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RACING IN HAKI.KM MUD. 

The unfavorable weather conditions which, 
throughout the present week have afflicted 
Harlem racing, were still existing yesterday 
afternoon, much rain having fallen on the track 
in the preceding twelve hours and thoroughly 
soaking the soil. Of the six events four were 
at the distance of one mile or over. Out of 
fifty-nine entries only seven were scratched. 
Eighteen bookmakers were in the big ring. The 
showers of the forenoon seeming but the forerun- 
ners of others, the attendance was materially 
affected, but enough regulars were out to make 
up an average crowd. 

The first race with its seventeen head of 
three-year-old maidens was such a guessing 
affair that after the bookies had posted 2 to 1 
against Cutter they were all at sea as to the 
prices of the others, and the continual shifting 
of odds the first few moments caused a great 
demand for new pieces of chalk and chamois 
skin. Once settled, the odds were snapped up 
by the hungry spectators, as it was conceded 
that almost anything on four legs might win such 
^►"ace. The start, as might have been expected, 
was somewhat straggling. Alva’s Pet ran her 
race at the breakaways but jumped to the front 
when the barrier went up and led Chantilla for a 
furlong, where she shut up, and Chantilla head- 
ing her, ran in the lead to the wire, winning 
under the whip from Hammon, who was always 
second. Waubun and Penso Roso were third 
and fourth respectively from start to finish 
until close home, where Muskadine came down 
the center of the track and got third money. 
Horses not mentioned were never prominent. 

Mr. Dwyer had considerable trouble in getting 
the horses off for the second race. Alvarado II. 
and Dorothy III. acting badly. Inuendo led at 
the quarter from Pearl Walker, Millie M. third. 
The latter quit instanter and Alvarado, who 
had got off on the extreme inside and ran 
around the bunch on the first turn, showed 
third at the three-eighths, but Tranby soon 
passed him, and Alvarado at once fell out of 
the race. Tranby got to Pearl Walker at the 
far turn, and then racing Inuendo for the lead, 
the pair drew away from the others. Into the 
home stretch Tranby was taken wide by Ellis 
and lost some ground, so that at the betting 
ring the jockey began riding hard, as Inuendo 
was still slightly in the lead, a 'hot race home, 
the horses boring in, so that closely together 
they finished over against the inside rail and 
Tranby won. Pearl Walker, third, was beaten 
forty yards and the others were badly strung out. 

Gold Fox, opening at 3 to 1, was backed down 
to 5 to 2, Survivor standing at 8 to 5. Then the 
ball rang. Gold Fox was scratched and a new 
book made in which Survivor opened at 3 to 2 
and went to the post at even money. Off well 
enough, the favorite ran on the outside of the 
first bunch and at the turn for home was near 
the outside fence. Lillie Mark had taken the 
lead, with Volandies second and Cheval d’Or 
third, and the quartette struck into the straight 
in a bunch, the first named being in the center 
of the track. Lillie Mark led to within 150 
yards of the wire and then did not finish one, 
three, Vol#ndies winning, with Survivor 
second and Cheval d’Or third. The favorite 
swerved slightly at the last eighth but finished 
as strongly as a horse could with a weak jockey. 
With a strong boy up he must have won, in 
spite of his long journey. It was understood 
that the owner of Gold Fox objected to the boy, 
(Zeno) on his horse, and asked to have his colt 
excused, although Gold Fox’s preliminary 
showed well. 

In the fourth race Proverb, first for a quarter, 
was “absolutely” after running half a mile, j 
Collins had shot to the lead passing the betting 



ring the first time, and he led all the way, win- 
ning pulled double at the finish. Hosi was 
always safe in second position, and beat Swords- 
man (third) easily. Mr. Easton was third for 
seven-eighths of a mile. The betting was very 
spirited on this race, and Hosi jumped from 
8 to 5 up to 3i to 1, while Swordsman was well 
supported, as was also Mr. Easton. 

Brown Gal, a mean acting filly that has not 
before this season faced the starter here, re- 
fused to break after Dwyer had given her 
several chances, and was left standing at the 
post. Lady Callahan darted out in front, but 
Storm King nailed her at the half and stopping 
her to a walk at five-eighths went on about his 
business, taking the long road. Harry Gaines 
had gained several lengths coming around the 
far turn, and as Fitzgerald rode him “cati- 
cornered” into the straight, he was racing 
Storm King at the last eighth. In a whipping 
finish, with the pair locked, Storm King beat 
Harry Gaines. Lady Callahan, third, was 
beaten seventy-five yards, the others nowhere. 
Pete Kitchen was a bad last all the way, but 
Depending was a close third up the back 
stretch. “Kid” Rogers got on Storm King at 
the best price, 3 to 2, which was sent to 6 to 5 at 
post time. 

J. Reiff, when at the post on Don Quixote, 
was thought to have met the accident which 
will, in the judgment of many horsemen, surely 
come to him. His horse broke away, ran zig- 
zag through the horses, turned at the inside 
fence then dodged across to the paddock gate 
where, stopped, he was shoo-ed back to the 
post. When the start was made Don Quixote 
was just straight off of a whirl and every man 
with a heart in him breathed more freely when 
J. Reiff got safely around the turn. With 
Newsgatherer only in front of him, Don Quixote 
had the leader beaten at the half and romped 
home, winniDg away off. Prince Blazes was 
third until Newsgatherer quit and thereafter 
held place honors. Prosecutor ran third. Sir 
Hobart ran a very bad race. It was suggested 
that as he is one of the few horses that have 
lately beaten Elidad in heavy going his chance 
to win was excellent. There was an ominous 
“7 to 10 Sir Hobart to show” posted for a time. 

“Biscuit Billy” says that King Bermuda’s two 
wins in succession helped him well along 
toward paying for his horses and gave him a 
glimpse of “Comfortable avenue 

“Dick” Williams, trainer for Barney Schreiber 
was a visitor at Harlem yesterday. He was 
making airangements for stable room and will 
ship his horses here next week. 

Survivor ran at least an eighth at a break- 
away, and J. Woods had hard work to stop 
him. This probably took something out of 
Dunne’s colt. 

Thorpe was to have ridden Survivor, and the 
bicycle accident which injured his hand, cost 
Pat Dunne and his friends a lot of money. 

PROSPECTS AT NEWPORT. 

The managers of the Queen City racetrack, 
back of Newport, are hard at work getting 
everything in readiness for their fall meeting, 
which begins Saturday, September 3, and ends 
Friday, September 30, making in all twenty-four 
days of racing. 

During the summer a large force of men have 
been hard at work, making fills and regrading 
this track, which at present is in the finest pos- 
sible condition and faster than ever before. 

The main fence on the west side of the track 
has been set back some distance and a large 
shed built which will accommodate fifty pri- 
vate vehicles. The driveway has also been 
rolled and metaled, making a beautiful avenue. 

The exercise track, between the track proper 
and the Licking river, has been given consider- 



able attertion and will prove a big conven- 
ience for the horsemen in walking and working 
their horses. 

There is sufficient stable room at the track to 
accommodate 600 horses, and every stall has 
already been taken. Thoroughbreds are com- 
ing in every day, and for the past few days 
many have appeared at the track in person for 
stable room, only to be turned away. The rac- 
ing this fall at the Campbell county track prom- 
ises to be of the highest class, a majority of the 
best stables in the west being represented. Over 
150 horses are coming from St. Louis, including 
most of the best horses that have been racing 
over there. A number of the better stables at 
Chicago have also engaged quarters at New- 
port, while many more will come from the 
northern circuit. 

Captain Sam Brown, the Pittsburg million- 
aire, will have a fine stable of horses there, 
with Performance and other good ones. H, J. 
Scoggan, Stanton & Tucker, Burns & W’ater- 
house, W. E. Applegate, W. M. Wallace, Talbot 
Bros., W. H Laudeman, J. R. McKee, J. B. 
Respass, C. C. Maffitt and other well-known 
stables will be present with such horses as 
David, Isabey, H. S. Tobacco, Flora Louise, 
Paul Kauvar, John Bright, Judge Tarvin, Sir 
Rolla, etc. With horses of this class some fine 
sport may be expected. 

Nothing has as yet been determined as to the 
method of betting that will prevail at the New- 
port meeting, which is to begin one week from 
tomorrow. Manager Frank Fowler has not yet 
abandoned all hope of finding it feasible to give 
the local racegoers what they most desire in this 
direction, namely, an open betting ring. A spe- 
cial representative of the Queen City Jockey 
Club who was sent over to St. Louis last 
week to canvass the matter among the 
bookmakers who have been doing busi- 
ness at the Fair Grounds brought back 
assurances from four of the “Knights of the 
Crayon” that they would come to Newport if 
an open betting ring should be decided upon. 
It is not at all certain that others of the dozen 
or fifteen pencilers at the Mound City would 
not come over and give the Cincinnati game a 
trial. There are at present two representatives 
of the Queen City Jockey Club at St. Louis, 
men who were in the employ of Mr. Fowler 
while he was booking at the Fair Grounds, and 
who may be supposed to be in touch with the 
layers of odds over there. They have reported 
to Mr. Fowler that nearly all the book- 
makers now at St. Louis will come to Newport 
if invited to do so. 

“I am inclined to think that they are a little 
too enthusiastic,” said the Newport manager 
last night. “Theie are only thirteen bookmak- 
ers at St. Louis, and I know that Hugh Jones 
and two others intend to go direct to California 
after the close of the St. Louis meeting. Then 
Barney Schreiber is sure to go to Chicago, and 
others will do so also. I will make an effort, 
though, to get a sufficient number of books to 
come from St. Louis to enable us to have an 
open ring. I do not think that we can count on 
getting any books from Chicago. There are sev- 
eral bookmakers on the ground there who would 
probably take a chance on a game here if they 
could find ‘angels’ to put up the necessary bank 
rolls for them, but the fact that after numerous 
trials at beating the game they are now on their 
uppers is not a recommendation that would be 
accepted by people who might have bank rolls 
to furnish. Chicago, then, I think, is out of the 
question, but I will make a further effort to 
secure the St. Louis contingent. I will send 
another man over there Saturday to endeavor 
to induce pencilers to come to Newport. If I 
can see a chance to make ends meet, or nearly 
so, I will make the betting ring open to all 
reputable bookmakers.”— Cincinnati Enquiier. 



ST. LOUIS A ND SARAT OGA DONE. 

Two prominent tracks, one west and one east, 
close their racing accounts for the year of grace 
1898, today— St. Louis and Saratoga. The St. 
Louis meeting of ninety days has been one of 
prosperity, good management and fairly good 
racing. The city across the big bridge has 
shown its liking for honorably conducted rac- 
ing and would no doubt afford good support for 
at least thirty days more, but on the whole it is 
better that the meeting should close within the 
limits prescribed by law. St. Louis patrons of the 
best of open air diversions will be all the keener 
for the opening of the season of 1899, because of 
the long months that must elapse before they 
can see the thoroughbreds in strenuous conten- 
tion over the safe and convenient Fair Grounds 
track. Next year the St. Louis officials should 
divide their ninety days into two meetings with 
an interval of a month or six weeks, so that the 
pleasant racing weather of August and Septem- 
ber could be included in their turf season. Of 
course, the same end could be attained by a 
later opening than has been customary there. 

This early closing at St. Louis will bring 
many horses and turfmen to take part in Chi- 
cago’s closing months. The fresh element will 
be welcome. Gath, Timemaker, Buckvidere, 
Miss Marion, Forbush, Verify, Belle of Mem- 
phis, Watchmaker, Gibraltar, Ed Farrell, Wil- 
son, Fireside and Silver Set are all good horses 
and most of them will be here, along with many 
lesser lights of horsedom, to swell the attrac- 
tions of Harlem and Hawthorne. 

It is a question whether the Saratoga meeting 
has been a financial success. Could the famous 
old course at this country’s most captivating 
summer resort secure open dates for its meet- 
ings it is more than probable that racing there 
would be eminently successful from every point 
of view; but, under existing conditions, it is 
difficult to make financial ends meet. In the 
main the racing there, though as a rule charac- 
terized by small fields, has been very good, even 
to the point of breaking several track records. 
As usual, western owners captured their full 
share of the money offered. It is to be hoped 
that the Jockey Club can find a way next year 
to give the historic old track a better chance in 
the way of mo re days free from c ompetition. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Most of the fresh New York alleged turf re- 
porters are hammering away at Starter Fitz- 
gerald in ferocious style since the race for the 
Futurity. It is not likely that their ill-na- 
tured and unjust howling will affect his position 
seriously, however. Fitzgerald himself lays 
the delay on the jockeys exclusively, saying: 

“It was utterly impossible to get the field 
away before I did, for the reason^ that a num- 
ber of the jockeys, who have been severely 
disciplined, acted outrageously. The horses 
were all tractable, and on several breaks at 
least eighteen of them were aligned like cav- 
alry chargers. The others were so badly 
handled by their jockeys that it was out of the 
question to drop the flag until everybody could 
get away fairly. It would have been an injus- 
tice to the public to have left some of the 
heavily supported choices standing still, so I 
simply waited until I conld get the field away 
together. When the flag fell, all but the Duke 
of Middleburg got off to a fair start, but later 
on I saw Martimas crowding one of the Fleisch- 
mann horses. The jockeys were to blame for 
the trouble, and they have been punished.” 

It seems to have been a case very much like 
that of the American Derby of 1893, where the 
horses were at the post longer than they were 
in the Futurity, and plainly because of the 
determination of certain of the jockeys to 
secure the best of the start for the great $60,000
